SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—-What 
the clubwomen of the country are do- 
ing today, what they have done in 
the last four years, and what they 
intend to do in the future, were the 
general outlines of the valedictory de- 
livered today by Mrs. Philip North 
(Moore of St. Louis, retiring president 
f the General Federation of Women's 
ubs, now in sessionhere for its 
eleventh biennial convention. 

“I believe.”’ she said in part, “that 
the General Federation is now united 
as never before. We have learned 
to know each othér and to work to- 
gether wonderfully well. The new of- 
ficers will hold fast to all that has 
been good in the past and give new 
outiook to the future. The great task 
of this generation is to live down the 
generation that still lags behind the 
times.” 

Among accomplishments listed, Mrs. 
Moore said that the country at large 
had the clubwomen to thank for the 
pure food law, the preservation of 
Niagara Falls from the greed of power 
companies, the passage of the Weeks 
bill for the conservation of forest 
lands,, and much legislation looking 
to the wellfare of women and chil- 


dren. 
LOOKS TO FUTURB. 

For te future, she urged that 
women particularily address them- 
selves to international and industria! 
peace, regulation of the press and 
the drama, ediication, inspection of 
factories and other establishments in 
which women are employed, and a 
closer watch on national legislation 
affecting humanitarian, social and 
civic life. 

It was flattering to women that

WASHINGTON, June 26.-——Pfesi- 
dent Taft will send a message to Con- 
gress, probably tomorrow, pointing 
out the anomalous situation whereby 
the machinery of the Federal govern- 
ment must continue in operation in 
direct violation of law, making offi- 
clals Hable to fine and imprisonment 
unless steps are immediately taken 
to provide funds for the next fiscal 
year, beginning July 1. 

The President will appeal for the 
passage of a resolution extending the 
necessary appropriations of the cur- 
rent fiscal year for a temporary 
period to tide over the emergency 
caused by the failure of the regular 
and deficiency appropriation bills to 
be enacted into law. It is expected 
that such a resolution will be intro- 
duced and passed by both houses to- 
morrow. 

It is unlawful for any official to 
create a deficiency or accept the serv- 
fees of any one gratuitously. Uniess 
Congress acts, it is pointed out in ad- 
ministration circles, one of these laws 
must be violated to some extent be- 
cause government business cannot 
come to a standstill. — 3

Charges Costly Neglect and Inactivity in Aqueduct

Springing of the Baker Bribery Trap to Be Followed 
by Investigation—Jailed Councilman, Crushed, Makes 
Statement of the Entire Scandal, Declaring He Wasa 


Money. 


REEDINESS caused the sudden 
G springing of the Santa Monica 

bribery trap and two Councilmen 
managed to escape the pitfall that 
had been prepared for them, one 
alone being snaged, according to a 
story which was unfolded by Deputy 
District Attorney Horton yesterday in 
the case of Councilman Daniel 
Baker, who was caught in the West- 
minster Hotel in the act of taking a 
$500 bribe. «¢ 

According to Horton, Baker was 80 
eager to get his fingers on the money 
that had been dangled before him as 
a bait that to hold off longer in giv- 
ing him the bribe would have fright- 
ened him away from the trap. There- 
fore, it was thought best to trick him 
and allow the others to escape, at 
least temporarily, rather than risk 
the upsetting of all plans by giving 
Baker a chance to take alarm. 

This much the District Attorney's 
office is sure of: Baker is not the 
only Councilman in Santa Monica 
who has been approached with an of- 
fer of money for certain privileges. 
Pians had been carefully laid to 
tempt all those suspected of a lean- 
ing toward graft, and Jforton = said 
yesterday that if er had not 
shown that he wanted the bribe mon- 
ey and wanted it right away, two oth- 
er Counciimen would probably have 
kept him company in the County Jalil. 

“Baker waa ripe to take the mon- 
ev and to have held off longer would 
have aroused his suspicions and re- 
sulted In everybody taking fright.”

He spent last night in the 
County Jail because Horton did not 
have time yesterday to make out a 
formal complaint against him. Bonds- 
men were ready to give the $5000 
ball required. 

The prisoner made a clean. breast 
of his part in the bribery vesterday. 
his story agreeing in every way with 
that given out through the District 
Attorney's office, except in one pmr- 
ticular. Baker denies that his fin- 
gers itched to get hold of the $500 
bribe money, and said emphatically 
yesterday at the jail that he had no 
idea that hs was to be offered a bribe 
when he went to the Westminster to 
keep an appotntment with a man he 
belleved to be the agent of a paving 
company. 

The State authorities declare that 
Baker had been under suspicion for 
more than & year and that they have 
reason to believe that the Westmin.- 
ster episode ie not the only bribery 
echeme that he took part in.

lie speedily developed 
a remarkable facility with the pen, 
and when little more than a boy, be- 
came a teacher of penmanship. Com- 
ing to Los Angeles with his father and 
mother, the year 1895 found him a 
teacher of penmanship and com- 
mercial law in the Woodbury Busi- 
ness Colege. During his engagement 
there, Woodbury died and young 
Hough was made president of the in- 
stitution. Among those who studied 
commercial law under him are dozens 
of well known men of this city. He 
finally relinquished active teaching, 
though for a long time remained presi- 
dent of the institution, and took up 
the study of law in the offices of ex- 
Gov. Gage and Judge Curtis D. Wil- 
bur. An incident of this period tin 
his life, was his leadership as presi- 
dent of the Repubjican League, which 
ie recalled by many persons for its 
si: ng and intelligent management of 
the . Taire of the league. On Septem- 
ber 3, |890, he was married to Miss 
Hattie M. Dike, a teacher of book- 
keeping ‘in the college, and in 1896 
he was admitted to the bar of Los 
Angeles county as a practicing attor- 
ney. 

He and his wife lived with his 
mother, on Crocker street, near Fifth 
street, and it was at this time the 
true character of the deceased was 
developed, and that he received what 
he believed to be a definite call to the 
ministry. Ever afterwards it filled 
his life with a sweetness that made 
every person who knew him count 
him a personal friend. His mother 
having started a mission Gunday- 
school, in which she was assisted by 
Dr H. W. Brodbeck, at last attracted 
the attention of the son to such an 
extent that he decided to abandon 
the law. in which he promised to be 
markedly successful, and take up the 
ministry. He became a student at 
the University of Southern California, 
and in 1896 was appointed pastor of 
Haven Methodist Church, which had 
just been built. The attention he at- 
tracted at the end of the first year led 
ta his being appointed by the bishop 
as associate pastor of the First 
Methodist Church, this city. along 
with the venerable Dr. R. 8. Cantine. 
After two years In this position, where 
he endeared himeelf to the people in 
the most remarkable way, he was 
appointed to the nastorate of Vin- 
cent Church, this city, and at the end 
nf two vears to the California Street’ 
Methodist Church. San Francisco. his 
service there covering the awful 
period of the earthquake. It was the 
plan to bring him back to the South- 
ern California Conference at the end 
of two years, but when the calamity 
came, he felt it a duty to stay in the 
North. and was appointed to Grace 
Church, the principal one of the de- 
nomination. which he served with 


During his early life, he had many 

times expressed a desire to visit Paris, 
and at the close of his fifth vear as 
pastor of Grace Church, he was of- 
fered a rare opportunity to do so, by 
being tendered a two years’ contract 
as chaplain for a steamship company. 
and the conference readily granted 
him two years leave that he might 
not lose his standing as a member 
of that body. It was on his second 
teur of the world that he was emitten 
with appendicitis In the city he had 
longed to see, and was unable to rally 
from the operation. He leaves a 
widow, who is as great a favorite as 
her husband was: his mother, Mrs 
Helen J. Hough, who followed him to 
San Francisco, and made her home 
with him there, and one brother, Ira

JURY INDICTMENTS ARE 
ANTICIPATED. 


Confer and Decide Jurisdiction I< 
in State Courte—Belleved Tues- 
day’s Riot Was for Purpose of

Trials in the State courts and severe 
sentences, in the event of conviction, 
await the seventeen men and women 
who were ring-leaders in the riot at 
the Federal Building, Tuesday, after 
the sentencing of the Magon brothers 
and their fellow conspirators by Judge 
Wellborn. 

It was at first believed that the 
United States courts would take cog- 
nizance of the riots, but after an 
all-afternoon conference by a repre- 
sentative of the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and Assistant 
City Prosecutor Stafford, with Chief 
Trial Deputy Horton of the District 
Attorney's office, it was decided that 
the offense committed is within the 
jurisdiction of the State courts. 

The charge will be attempt to res- 
cue a prisoner, which is a felony. 
It is possible that the graver accu- 
sation of conspiracy may be made 
later against several of the menand 
women, for the officials are confident 
that a concerted movement had been 
planned to take the prisonets away 
from the guards if it had-been found 
possible to do so. 

“I was in favor. of a conspiracy 
charge," said Horton, “but the charge 
decided on will be the one to be 
pressed.” 

Evidence that the intention was not 
merely to have a demonstration 
against the government but was 
actually to rescue the prisoners, is

On 
ecross-examination this statement was 
riddled by the government attorneys, 
who showed that the union had re- 
ceived its charter from the interna- 
tional association and worked as a 
part of it. Pohlman further admitted 
on cross-examination that he had mis- 
represented certain matters in his 
communication to Scott Hofdietz ask- 
ing that the evidence be sent on to this 
city. In giving part of his evidence, 
the manner of the unionite was so of- 
tensive as to elicit a warning from the 
court. \ 

Pohlman was followed by Attorney 
Ryckman, his counsel, who said that 
much hangs upon the decision of the 
court which is of vital tmportance to 
the future of labor unionism. Judge 
Wellborn did not appear greatly im- 
pressed by this argument, seeming to 
share the opinion of United States 
District Attorney McCormick that the 
single ‘issue <s whether a witness can 
be compelled to produce documentary 
evidence which may or may not in- 
criminate him. The negative side of 
the question is based on the allega- 
tion that the Seattle union is merely 
a voluntary organization and that the 
ordinary rules of grand jury proced- 
ure. do not apply.

DESTROYS CITY. 


CLOUDBURST KILIS HUNDREDS 
IN MEXICO. 


World-famous Singing Garden and 
Fifty Parks Washed Away—HRiver 
Bed Choked With KHefuse and 
Mountain Torrents Quickly Inun- 
date Cup-shaped VaNey. 


A large part of the city of Guana- 
juato, Mex., was destroyed and sev- 
eral hundred tives lost as the result 
of a flood following a ctloudburst, a 
few days ago. Dispatches received 
from the Mexican capita! last night 
give some details. 

The waters rose so, quickly that 
hundreds of peons living along the 
river were overwhelmed. Few houses 
in the lower part of the city were left 
intact and the Jardin del Cantador, 


one of the most beautiful in the 
world, was entirely washed away, to- 
gether with more than fifty private 
parks, situated along the banks of 
the river at the foot of Mt. San Nicho-- 
las. 

The river bed had oveen nearly 
filled with refuse trom the mines of 
San Francisco Ge Pastita, and the 
large tunnel passing under the city 
became choked. When the cloud- 
burst occurred, the waters from the 
surrounding mountnins dashed into 
ae cup-shaped valley containing the 

ty. 

Before the city awoke to a full re- 
-alization of its peril the pressure of 
water carried away a dam and the 
flood subsided as quickly as it arose. 

The exact number of dead has not 
as yet n determined by. the city 
authorities, as many of the bodies 
were carried away and may never be 
recovered. 

A dozen large haciendas below the 
city were destroyed, with loas of life, 
but it will require several days to 
properly estimate the damage. 

Guanajuato its the center of one of 
the largest electric power distributing 
systems in the republic. It is de- 
pendent upon the waters of the river. 
but owing to the substantial nature of 
the buildings, the plant successfully 
resisted the inundation.

AQUEDUCT BONDS. 

You are fully aware that before 
Mesers. Speyer & Co. would purchase 
the balance of the aqueduct bonds, 

harbor and elec- 

tri¢ power bonds, they required to 
be submitted to them a report from 
each department of the city, having 
those various works in charge, con- 
taining a careful estimate of the in- 
come which would be produced to 
the city by the works that it was 
proposed to construct with these va- 
rious bond iesues; and not until this 
estimate was received would the bond 
house close the deal Knowing this 
as you do, do you believe it possible 
that any bond house will purchase 
electric distributing system, harbor, 
or municipal railway bonds which 
this city might desire to  is- 
sue atfer the first of the coming 
year, when the showing would have 
te be made that, notwithstanding the 
fact that the city had the great a«- 
set of the Owens River water at Its 
doors, its business affairs had been. 
and were being, so wretchedly ad- 
ministered that it was not prepared 
to convert this asset into money, and 
was therefore carrying by direct 
taxation the burden of the $23;000,- 
000 of bonds issued to bring the 
water to the city? It is very evident 
that the Board of Public Works, 
which appears so determined to kee> 
within its hands the handling of ali 
construction money expended by the 
city, knows full well how completely 
the credit of this city will be de- 
stroyed in the bond markets of the 
world, for that board, recognizing 
the impossibility of acquiring a dis-

erty of the city. In a bond issue, all 
the property of the city, both real 
and personal, would be responsible 
for the payment of the bonds. In 
the manner of acquiring the sys- 
tem proposed by the Board of Puh- 
lic Works, the system would only 
burden the real property of the city. 
But the worst of it is, that under 
such a system and before it can be 
undertaken, it will be necessary for 
these property owners to pay into 
the city treasury the full cost of the 
system.

[If the city on fair 
terms could seeure a distributing sys- 
tem, the people could at once get the 
advantage of their cheap current, re- 
sulting, it hes been estimated, in cut- 
ting in half the present lighting rates 
of the city. If the plan for an assess- 
mermt district now being prepared by 
the Board of Public Works is carried 
out, the people will not have this ad- 
vantage under two years. I under- 
stand that you favor the plan of the 
Beard of Public Works, which will 
place mpon every littl home in the 
city the burden of paying at once, and 
in a lump sum, the cost of bringing to 
it the ‘city electricity. I favor the 
plan which would distribute this cost 
over a great many years, only meking 
it necessary for the home owner to 
pay each year a small amount above 
the actual cost to the city of deliver- 
‘ing the current, necessary to pay the 
interest on the investment, with a 
reasonable allowance for depreciation 
and upkeep. 

You were certainly right in stating 
in your letter that it and my letter

Board of Public Works by offering a 
flan which you yourself have de- | 
nounced as impractical and inferior 
to the plan proposed by this board. | 
Yet, notwithstanding all this, the | 
plan proposed by the Board of Har- | 
bor Commissioners remains uncarried 


out and nothing has been done, and 


nothing ts being done, today upon this | 
important matter. Furthermore, the | 
peculiar manner in which the Board 
of Public Works has carried on har- 
bor improvement is the subject of 
much inquiry and criticism. Every- 
one who has studied the harbor 
knows that the maritime business for 
the harbor will be divided into two 
classes: 
MARITIME BUSINESS. 

First. The business that will be 
handled by the large European-Ort- 
ental liners passing through the Pa- 
nama Canal, which business will con- 
sist of practically all tbe commerce 
between Europe and the Orient, and 
the Pacific Slope. This business can 
only be accommodated in the deep wa- 
ters of the outer harbor, and in or- 
der to be accommodated adequate 
wharf facilities must exist. 

Scondly. The class of business be- 
tween coast and coast, which will be 
handled in vessels of lighter craft, 
which may find wharfage facilities 
in the shallower depth of the inner 
harbor. 

There has been, up to the present 
time, developed on the inner har- 
bor, and is now in use, about 19,000 
feet of wharfage, which can be used 
to accommodate the coast-to-coast 
commerce. There had been no 
wharfage developed in the outer har- 
bor until 2600 feet of wharfage was 
recently put into service by the Outer 
Harbor Deck and Wharf Company. 
It is very evident, then, that that part 
of the harbor requiring the most im- 
mediate attention to prepare for the 
cahal commerce is the outer harbor. 
Notwithstanding this, the Board of 
Public Works. since they took hold of 
harbor matters in January, 1911, have, 
as shown by their report recently filed 
with you. expended or contracted for 
the expenditure of, $358,657.31 ip 
improving tho harbor front of Wll- 
mington, but have not expended one 
cent on the urgent work of outer 
harbor improvement; and have only 
made one contract, which was en- 
tered into under pressure from the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners and 
under protest from the Board of 
Public Works And in order that this 
expenditure on the inner harbor 
might be made, the Board of Public 
Works has borrowed from the gen- 
eral fund of the city, by their own 
ehowing, $142,000, in anticipation of 
the sale of the harbor bonds. In en- 
deavoring to ascertain the cause of 
the curious development in harbor 
improvement, it has been suggested 
that, as Mr. Humphreys of the Board 
of Public Works is the owner of 141 
acres of land near enough to the 
Wilmington water front for tts value 
to be materially affected by inner 
harbor improvement, it might have 
some bearing on the matter. Whether 
or not this is a fact, it is a fact that 
Mr. Humphreys is the owner of the 
property containing that number of 
acres and described as “part of rancho 
San Pedro as per map in case No, 
$284 Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county, N. 141 acres of Victoria D. 
la Carson, 500 acres allotment now in 
Los Angeles City School District,” 
and it is a fact that this land ts near 
enough to the tnner harbor. when the 
same is improved, to give it high 
value as a location for certain classes 
of business. If Mr. Humphrey’‘s in- 
terests In this matter are merely acci- 
dental, it is very certain that he has 
some interests in other public improve-’ 
ment which is not accidental, but 
which were acquired with the full 
knowledge upon his part that he 
would be called upon to participate 
in making these public improvements 
which would, if made in a certain 
form. redound largely to his financial 
henefit.

In January, 1911, 
while it was the subject of discussion 
and unsettled, Mr. Humphreys pur- 
chased the west forty feet of two lots 
on the northeast corner of Firat and 
tilll streets, giving him a frontage of 
forty feet on First street and a front- 
age of 120 feet on Hill street, which, 
however, was no actual street front- 
age, for the reason that Hill street 
had not been extended at that time 
beyond First street, and in order to 
extend it large excavations would be 
necessary. This property, therefore, 
had merely a frontage on First street, 
a street very little used. Subsequent- 
ly, Hill street was of course decided 
upon as the proper location of the 
tunnel, and as quickly as possible 
after this decision was rendered the 
work of excavating the tunnel was be- 
gun and the city is now, by virtue of 
that work, giving Mr. Humphreys a 
frontage of 120 feet on Hill street by 
which will pass all the traffic brought 
into the city through that tunnel, and 
which will, as a direct result of the 
expenditure of public money by the 
department under Mr. Humphreys's 
immediate control, benefit him by 
probably more than $50,000.

SANTA MONICA PRIEST TO BE 
HONORED TODAY. | 


SANTA MONICA, June 26.-—Bishop 
Thomas Conaty-and nearly every other 
Catholic priest in the diocese of Mon- 
terey and Los Angeles are expected 
here today te attend the celebra- 
tion of the fortieth year of the priest- 
hood of Father Patrick Hawe. He 
has been in charge of the Santa Mon- 
ica parish for twenty-seven years. 
Father Hawe is one of the few re- 
maining links between the church af 
the present and the church of the 


padres. ‘He has seen more active 


service than any other priest in this 
section since the days of the Spanish 
fathers. 

Father Hawe will be 65 years old 
July 2. He was born in the county 
of Kilkenny, Ireland, in 1847, and 
entered the Carmeline Academy when 
he was 16 years of age. He took a 
five-year course of study in All Hal- 
lows College, Dublin, and graduated 
from the department of philosophy 
and: theology in 1872, and was or- 
dained to the priesthood in that year. 

He came at once to Southern Cali- 
fornia, first assisting in the San Ber- 
nardino parish, afterwards being sta- 
tioned at Ventura, San Luis Obispo. At 
Santa Crus, he spent nine years as 
pastor of the Holy Cross Church. He 
was then appointed assistant to Father 
Villa, at Santa Barbara, and later re- 
turned to San Bernardino. From 
there he went to Anaheim, to St. Boni- 
face parish. While there he erected 
the parochial residence. 

In , 1886, he was appointed rector 
of Santa Monica church. This city, 
at that time, was a village of 900 per- 
sons, and the church had never had 
a resident priest before. The work

Provision for the appointment by 
the Mayor of a public defender, to be 
approved by the proposed commis- 
sioners, adoption of a motion that un- 
der the new charter the lease or sale 
of any public utility by the city shall 
be a subject of compulsory referen- 
dum, and a discussion of the propo- 
sition to increase the term of ‘years 
for which municipal property along 
the water front at the harbor may be 
leased, were «he features of iast 
night's meeting of the City Board of 
Freeholders.
